And tho’ the Succeflion of the Crown of Scot- 
land was made Hereditary by Kenneth 3d, it is 
Evident trom the Scotti/h Hiftorians, that this 
Law was much complain’d of, as depriving the 
States’ of their juft Suffrage in Electing their 
Prince, and SubjeG@ing them to the Cafnal Go- 
vernment of fuch, who by the Laws of Nature 
and Nations are under Government theanfelves ; 
and therefore Bifhop L+fly fays, that immediate- 
ly upon Kenneths Death, the Nobility broke 
that Law, and gavethe Crown to Covnftantinc, 
the Son of Culenus, Upon his Death Grimus was 
made King by the Nobility and Peoples but he 
proving a Tyrant, they tock part with A/al- 
colm, Kenneths Son, and Grimus falling in a Bat- 
tle, A¢aicolm was made King. In fhort, Sir, the 
People of Scotland have the fame Right ‘with, 
us of Settling the Sacceffion: They can, like Eng- 
lifbmen, lay hold of the Crown and the Regalices 
thereof, upon the forfeiture of any “of their 
Princes; They can when the Throne is become 
vacant by Defertion, Abdication, or by any 
means whatloever, fill it up with the belt Prince 
they think moft capable of Governing. And as 
upon the Abdication of King ames 2d of Eng- 
land, and 7th of Scotland, the Englifh Parliament 
placed the Crown on the Head of the Glorious 
Wiliam, of Memory Immortal and Sacred to 
Pofterity, and his Royal Confort the Pious 1c. 
ry.and by the fame AG Settled the Succeffion on 
our Incomparable Queen: So the States of Scot- 
land did the like; and what they did in this Cafe 
was preferib’d by their own Laws, and was ac-
